If  camping  in  the  forest  outside  of  designated 
campgrounds,  each  car  or  pack  train  must  carry 
a water  container  with  one  gallon  or  more  capa- 
city, a shovel  with  at  least  a 36-inch  handle  and 
8-inch  blade,  and  an  ax  with  at  least  a 2-pound 
head  and  26-inch  handle. 

Do  not  smoke  while  traveling  except  in  a vehicle 
on  a road.  Use  your  ashtray. 

Crush  out  all  cigarettes,  cigars  and  pipe  heels 
on  a rock  or  in  mineral  soil.  Break  matches  be- 
fore throwing  them  away. 

Before  building  a campfire,  select  a spot  in  an 
opening.  Clean  an  area  at  least  10  feet  in 
diameter  down  to  mineral  soil,  and  build  the  tire 
in  the  center.  Keep  it  small.  Be  extra  careful 
when  strong  winds  occur.

1 The  Wallowa-Whitman  National  Forest,  a 
"land  of  contrast",  offers  a wide  variety  of  rewarding 
and  refreshing  experiences  in  outdoor  recreation  in 
a variety  of  scenic  settings. 

The  Forest  is  located  in  the  well-known  Blue  Mountains 
of  Northeastern  Oregon  and  includes  the  picturesque 
Elkhorn  and  Wallowa  Mountain  Ranges  along  with 
the  spectacular  "Canyon  Country"  of  the  Snake  River. 
The  Wallowa  Forest  Reserve  was  established  on  May 
6,  1905,  and  during  the  next  few  years  the  other 
areas  that  make  up  the  present  Wallowa-Whitman 
National  Forest  were  set  aside.  "Wallowa"  is  an 
Indian  word  which  refers  to  the  tripods  placed  in 
the  rivers  by  the  Nez  Perce  Indians  to  hold  a pole- 
lattice  structure  used  to  catch  fish.  The  "Whitman" 
was  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Marcus  Whitman,  explorer 
and  missionary,  who  led  a party  across  the  United 
States  in  1836  to  the  vicinity  of  Walla  Walla,  Wash- 
ington, where  he  established  and  operated  a mission 
for  several  years. 


Early  history  of  the  Wallowa-Whitman  area  is  asso- 
ciated with  gold  mining.  Gold  was  discovered  near 
Baker  in  1861  and  from  here  prospectors  fanned  out 
through  the  Blue  Mountains,  and  mining  camps  sprang 
up  at  the  new  discoveries.  Mining  activity  flourished 
from  1880  to  1900  but  dropped  off  steadily  after  that 
time.  There  was  a brief  revival  of  mining  with  the 
development  of  gold  dredges  in  the  1930's  but  this 
too  has  ceased.  Remains  of  mining  towns  such  as 
Granite,  Greenhorn,  and  Cornucopia  along  with  idle 
mines  remind  the  visitor  of  the  once-thriving  gold 
mining  industry. 

Livestock  raising  had  begun  in  the  Grande  Ronde 
valley  at  the  time  of  the  gold  discovery  and  by  1880 
this  was  the  principal  industry  and  has  remained  prom- 
inent to  this  day. 

Large-scale  logging  and  lumbering  began  in  the  Wal- 
lowa-Whitman area  about  1915.  Prior  to  this  time 
there  were  several  small  mills  operating,  but  their 
products  were  generally  used  locally.  Today,  lum- 
bering continues  to  play  a vital  role  in  the  economy 
of  Eastern  Oregon. 


Elkhorn  Mountain  Area 

The  upper  reaches  of  the  Elkhorn  Mountains  offer  an 
alpine  setting  of  rugged  peaks  and  beautiful  meadows 
and  lakes.  This  area  extends  from  Anthony  Lake, 
a popular  recreation  development,  south  across  the 
North  Powder  River  and  Rock  Creek  drainages  to 
Elkhorn  Peak. 


FISHING 

Trout  fishing  is  very  popular,  and  success  ranges  from 
fair  on  the  more  accessible  streams  to  excellent  in 
the  back  country.  Some  of  the  more  popular  streams 
are  Eagle  Creek  and  the  Lostine,  Imnaha,  Minam, 
and  Wallowa  Rivers.  Wallowa  Lake,  adjacent  to 
the  National  Forest,  is  one  of  the  most  popular  fish- 
ing lakes  in  Eastern  Oregon. 

State  game  and  fish  laws  apply  on  this  National 
Forest,  as  on  all  National  Forests.  For  a synopsis

There  arc  two  ski  areas  on  die  Wallowa-Whitman 
National  Forest  to  serve  the  skiing  enthusiast.  Little 
Alps  Ski  Area  is  located  on  Anthony  Lakes  Road  S-73, 
18  miles  west  of  North  Powder.  Anthony  Lake  Ski  Area 
is  located  on  the  same  road  about  three  miles  above  the 
lower  area.  Both  of  these  areas  were  developed  and 
are  operated  by  private  persons,  under  special-use  permit 
from  the  Forest  Service. 


RESOURCE  PRODUCTION 

The  Wallowa-Whitman  Forest  contains  2,223,000 
acres.  This  area  provides  timber  for  the  lumber 
industry,  forage  for  domestic  slock  and  wildlife,  water 
for  communities  and  irrigation,  and  many  kinds  of 
outdoor  recreation  for  the  public  owners. 
Coordinated  management  plans  spell  out  the  relation- 
ships between  uses  to  guide  the  land  managers.  The 
overall  objective  is  a combination  of  uses  that  will 
result  in  the  greatest  total  benefit  to  the  people  in 
the  long  run.  This  system  of  management  is  com- 
monly termed  MULTIPLE  USE. 


HUNTING 

The  Rocky  Mountain  elk  and  the  mule  deer  are  the 
major  big  game  species  hunted  on  the  Wallowa-Whit- 
man. Deer  are  dispersed  throughout  the  area  and 
hunter  success  is  generally  good.  Elk  range  over 
most  of  the  Forest.  However,  the  Starkey  and  Ches- 
nimnus  game  management  units  are  the  most  pop- 

Blue  grouse  are  found  near  springs  in  timber  areas 
which  are  adjacent  to  open  ridges.  Chukar  part- 
ridges are  present  in  the  steep  sagebrush  country. 
Mountain  goats  have  been  planted  in  the  Wallowa 
Mountains,  where  they  may  occasionally  be  seen, 
but  as  yet  there  is  no  open  season. 


Trees  are  a source  of  beauty  and  inspiration  to  the  Forest 
visitor?  Timber  harvested  from  the  Wallowa-Whitman 
National  Forest  plays  an  important  role  in  the  economy 
of  Northeastern  Oregon. 

THE  NATIONAL  FORESTS 
"YOURS  TO  ENJOY  AND  PROTECT" 

1.  Leave  a clean  camp.  Burn  as  much  of  your  gar- 
bage as  you  can,  especially  fish  heads  and  clean- 
ings. Place  the  rest  in  garbage  cans  or  pits.  If 
no  cans  or  pits  are  provided  where  you  camp,  bury 
all  garbage  and  refuse  which  cannot  be  burned. 
If  you  are  traveling  in  wilderness  areas  with  pack 
animals,  carry  out  as  much  unburnable  garbage 
as  you  can.  Do  not  scatter  straw. 

2.  Keep  water  supplies  unpolluted.  Dispose  of  refuse 
properly.  Wash  clothing  away  from  springs, 
streams  and  lakes. 

3.  Preserve  forest  signs.  They  are  posted  for  your 
information. 

4.  Observe  State  fish  and  game  laws.

FIREARMS  — Firearms  may  be  carried  i 
and  fired  under  safe  conditions  and  in 
with  State  laws.  However,  shooting  is 
in  recreolion  areas. 

MAPS  - Maps  with  more  detail  are  available  for  spe- 
cific areas.  Single  copies  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Supervisor  or  District  Ranger  offices. 


WHAT  TO  DO  IF  LOST 

1.  Keep  calm.  Do  not  walk  aimlessly.  Trust  your 
map  and  compass.  Shelter  and  warmth  are  much 
more  important  than  food. 

a.  To  find  your  position,  climb  to  a place  where 
you  can  see  the  surrounding  country. 

b.  When  you  reach  a road,  trail  or  telephone  line, 
follow  it.  As  a last  resort,  follow  a stream 
downhill. 

c.  Before  being  caught  by  darkness,  select  a 
sheltered  spot  and  prepare  camp,  shelter  and 
firewood.  Stay  in  this  camp  all  night. 

2.  If  you  are  injured  and  alone,  keep  calm.  Stay 
where  you  are,  clear  an  area  down  to  mineral 
soil  and  build  a signal  fire.  Green  boughs  will 
create  heavy  smoke.  Usually  someone  will  find 
you. 

3.  Three  signals  of  any  kind,  either  audible  or  visible, 
is  the  Nationwide  S.O.S.  call.  Examples  are  three 
blasts  from  a whistle,  three  shots  from  a gun, 
three  regulated  puffs  of  smoke  or  three  flashes 
from  a mirror  or  flashlight.  Repeat  at  regular 
intervals.  If  it  is  recognized  by  a searching  party, 
it  will  be  answered  by  two  signals.  Use  it  only 
when  in  need  of  help. 

4.  Notify  the  county  sheriff's  office  if  a member  of 
your  party  is  believed  to  be  lost  or  in  trouble 
and  you  cannot  find  or  assist  him.  Forest  Service 
officers  cooperate  with  the  county  officials  in  res- 
cue work.
